In  that  simple  declaration  of  a 
new  faith,  Lt.  James  C.  Whittaker 
Wednesday  evening  summed  up 
for  his  Waverly  audience  his  total 
reaction  to  the  harrowing  experi¬ 
ence  of  being  lost  at  sea  for  19 
days.  As  co-pilot  on  the  ship 
which  was  bearing  Capt.  Eddie 
I  Rickenbacker  to  the  south  Pacific, 
(he  had  shared  with  "Rick”  and 
others  of  the  crew  an  experience 
which  is  now  almost  legendary. 

Whittaker,  short,  graying  and 
tense,  told  of  that  experience 
simply  and  without  drama  .... 
Capt.  Harold  O.  Bomhoff,  army  holding  his  audience  with  the  aw- 
chaplain  formerly  of  Waverly,  j  adventure  in  which  he  and 
has  been  awarded  the  Bronze  Star  <  his  comrades  went  without  water. 

-  without  food  and  without  shelter 

all  of  the  time  they  were  tossing 
about  in  their  tiny  rafts;  of  how 
they  ate  rats  and  worms  when 
they  finally  found  land. 

It  was  not  the  suffering,  the 
heat,  the  cold  or  the  hunger  which 
remained  with  Whittaker  how¬ 
ever.  It  was  the  birth  of  a  faith 
in  a  power  greater  than  he  or  any 
of  the  men. 

Whittaker  told  how  he  and 
his  comrades  prayed  fur  rain 
and  rain  came;  how  they 
prayed  for  food  and  two  fish 
mircsislously  jumped  into 
their  rafts;  how  he  prayed  for 
strength  and  received  it  after 
he  had  been  exhausted  in  an 
effort  to  beach  his  raft  when 
land  finally  was  sighted.  He 
felt  the  cars  bend  in  his  hand 
"although  I  knew  that  not 
one  of  the  three  <of  us  in  that 
raft  had  then  the  strength  to 
bend  even  a  pin”. 


"While  serving  as  battalion 
chaplain  during  the  period  19 
September  1944,  Capt.  Bom¬ 
hoff  advanced  under  danger¬ 
ous  enemy  sniper  fire  to  res¬ 
cue  a  wounded  soldier  and 
successfully  evacuated  him. 

"Although  unarmed  during 
the  hazardous  mission,  Capt. 
Bomhoff,  with  his  expert 
knowledge  of  German,  cap¬ 
tured  two  cf  the  enemy  and 
returned  them  to  our  lines. 

“The  personal  bravery,  re¬ 
sourcefulness  and  zealous 
devotion  to  duty  displayed  by 
Capt.  Bomhoff  exemplify  the 
finest  traditions  of  the  arm¬ 
ed  forces  of  the  United 
States.” 

Capt.  Bomhoff  is  with  the  317th 
Infantry  Division  and  has  been  in 
the  service  since  Feb.  28.  1941. 
He  graduated  from  both  Wartburg 
college,  Waverly,  and  Wartburg 
Seminary,  Dubuque.  Last  year 
his  wife  and  children  spent  some 
time  in  Waverly,  later  joining  him 
on  the  west  coast  and  are  now 
living  at  their  former  home  in  In¬ 
dependence.

To  Allow  Veterans 
Credit  for  Training 

Credit  for  both  formal  and  i 
formal  training  which  veterans  r 
ceived  while  in  military  service 
will  be  allowed  at  Wartburg  Col¬ 
lege.  This  decision  is  in  line  with 
the  practice  of  most  schools  of 
higher  learning  and  is  based  on 
the  evaluation  being  made  by  the 
American  Council  on  Education. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  for  a 
veteran  to  have  a  high  school 
education  before  enrolling  at 
Wartburg.  If  he  can  pass  a  series 
of  tests  he  will  be  admitted  and 
can  earn  credit  towards  a  college 
degree.  Up  to  8  semester  hours  of 
credit  will  be  allowed  for  his  basic 
training  experience,  which  can  be 
credited  towards  physical  educa¬ 
tion  requirements.  Formal  training 
received  while  in  service  will  be 
credited  just  as  any  work  done  on 
the  college  level.  In  some  cases 
tests  will  be  given  to  determine 
the  amount  of  credit  which  wall  be 
allowed. 

Wartburg  is  among  the  colleges 
and  universities  approved  for  vet¬ 
eran  training.  Prof.  A.  Cotter- 
mann,  registrar,  has  charge  of  ad¬ 
missions  and  Prof.  A.  Fritz,  dean 
of  men,  is  veteran’s  counselor. 
Rev.  C.  G.  Shalkhauser,  director 
of  Public  Relations,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  as  veteran’s  coordinator 
and  more  detailed  information 
about  the  program  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  writing  to  the  public  re¬ 
lations  office.

A  fighting  group  of  Knights 
nearly  put  the  skids  under  the 
University  of  Dubuque's  winning 
streak  here  last  Saturday  night 
but  the  Sailors  poured  in  ten 
quick  points  in  a  desoerate  late 
game  splurge  to  won  45-37.
